RIOTING BEGINS ATSOUTH OMAHA. 


Strikers Pounce on the Men at Work and 
Beat Them=—Troops May Be Called, 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 7.—f Special. ]—Rioting 

has begun in earnest at South Omaha as the 
result of the packing-houses putting new men 
to work. Two ofthe employés were caught 
outside the works by a crowd of strikers and, 
seriously injured. The crowd pounced onto 
them. but a force of Stock-Yards men who 
were near sudceeded in driving the strikers 
off. It-is stated that the State militia will be 
brought into service in the morning. The 
South Omaha packers claim their forces 
sufficient to kill all the cattle and hogs they 
have demand for. They were all killing to- 
day. 
All the packing houses are surrounded by 
strikers, most of whom are armed, and all 
persons desiring to enter the plants must sat- 
isfy the guard of strikers, who are located 
every ten yards. The trade in revolvers has 
been rushing here for the last week. Permits 
have been issued to many of the men to carry 
guns, and each day the situation grows more 
serious. 

‘*We must have better police protection,” 
said Manager Cudahy. ‘‘The men who want 
to work are assaulted both going to and cum- 
ing from home. We should have at least 200 
specials for awhile until the excitement 


abates.”’ 
DOG FIDO NEEVED NO FUNERAL, 


Story from Muncie, Ind., About Dynamite, 
a Farmer, and an Unfortunate Canine. 
Muncre, Ind., Aug. 7.—[Special. ]—Farmer 

Sunderland, residing ten miles south of Mun- 

cie, in Henry County, had an exciting experi- 

ence Saturday while experimenting with dy- 
namite in his fish pond in an effort to capture 
some of the big carp. He _—took 
such a stick of the explosive as is 
used under ordinary stumps, lighted 
a match to the fuse and pitched it into the 
water. He had not before discovered the 
presence of hisdog Fido that stood by his 
side, eageriy watching each moveynent his 
master made. The instant Mr. Sunderland 
pitched the explosive into the water Fido 
dashed in after it, and, by going under the 
water a short distance, he seiezed the dyna- 
mite stick in his mouth and swam to shore, 

His idea was to return the objeet to his master. 

Mr. Sunderland quickly discovered this would 

never do, and he ran to a fence near by, with 

Fido close to him, with the dangerous stuff in 

his mouth. Sunderland succeeded in getting 

on the fence and would have been blown to 
atoms had not the explosion occurred just 
when it did. A big hole was torn out of the 
earth and the fence blown down for rods, but 
the man was not seriously injured.

SOUGHT UNBROKENIN MANY COUNTIES 


Crops in Parts of Illinois Greatly in Need 
of Rain. 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Aug. 7.~The weekly crop 
bulletin issued by the Illinois weather service 
for the week ending Aug. 6 says: 

The temperature of the last seven days has been 
below the normal throughout the State, the daily 
deficiency averaging ftom one to three degrees. 
Lhe percentage of sunshiio was in excess of a 
seusonable amount. The rainfall, which was 
principaliy in the form of badly distributed 
showers, very heavy in some sections, was below 
a seasonable average. In many iocalities no rain 
fell.

HARVEST IN MINNESOTA ADVANCED. 


Crop Conditions for the Week Show Only 
Slight Chances. 

MinxEapouis, Minn., Aug. 7.—[Special.]— 
The crop conditions, according to the report 
of Observer Beals, remain unchangéd in this 
State from the report of last week. The har- 
vest is well advanced, and in a number of 
southern counties small grain has all been 
cut and stacking is well in hand. The yield 
of wheat, asa rule,is better than expected, 
and that which ripened before the excessive 
heat of the previous week is of a good color 


and hus a large plump.berry, while that which - 


ripened last week shrunk and the quality of 
the berry is not as good. The corn and 
potato crop has been injured beyond recov- 
ery. The yields of winter wheat are reported 
‘45 ranging from twenty to ‘ forty-oae bushels, 
and spring wheat wili average from twelve 
to twenty-two bushels. One farm in Martin 
County averaged thirty-four bushels to the 
acre,:and it will probably grade No. 1 North- 
ern. In LeSueur County one piece of winter 
wheat averaged forty-one bushels to the acre, 
and tested sixty-three pounds to the bushel. 

Weather Observer Beals now has everything 
in readiness to begin his telephone weather 
service to the towns within 100 miles of Min- 
neapulis. The experiment will be tried Fri- 
day morning for the first time, and an attempt 
will be made to give all the stations on one 
line the weather data for the day in a ** blanket 
message.”

CONDITION OF CROPS IN WISCONSIN. 


Weather Continues UnfavorableeCorn Is 
Perminently Injured. 

Mitwavureze, Wis., Aug. 7.—The weather 
crop bulletin of the Wisconsin Weather Serv- 
ice for the week ending Tuesday, Aug. 7, is 
as follows: 

The weather conditions continue unfavorable, 
though a slight improvement is noted ina few 
counties. Owing to local showers and cooler weath- 
er nearly all correspondents report the dronght 
unbrokén and vegetation dryi up. Frost oc- 
curred the morning of the 8d in Jackson. Monroe, 
La Crosse, Vernon, and Grant Counties. No 
great damage except to cranberries unprotected 
by water, which were injured considerabiy. Oats 
are now ali harvested except in thevorthern por- 
tion, where a few fields yet remain to be cut. 
Thrashing is about half completed in the south- 
ern portion of the State. It is the opinion of the 
majority of the reporters that a:l smali grains 
are nearly if not quite up to the average in yield 
and quality. Bock wheat is reported in good con- 
dition and an average yield is anticipated. Corn 
and potatoes, however, are permanentiy injured 
by the long drought. Corn planted in 
light soil will be nearly a failure, and 
some farmers are cutting it up for feed. 
lt ig the general opinion that not more than half 
a crop can be secured even with abundant rain. 
Potatoes will be smali and few in a hill. 


RAIN GREATLY NEEDED IN MISSOURI. 


Crops in Bad Condition, Fxcept in the 
Southwestern Counties. 

CotumsBia, Mo., Aug. 7.—The weekly crop 
bulletin.of the Missouri Board of Agriculture 
issued today says: 

Good rains feli during the early part of the 
week in nearly all of the southwestern counties, 
but in other sections the rainfail was badly 
distributed and drought cont.nues in near- 
ly every county. Corn was benefited 
in some sections, while elsewhere that cereal was 
damaged to some extent by wind and hail. In 
the northwest section corn is reported in good 
condition, with prospects for one-third to an ay- 
erage crop. In Atchison and Ralls Counties some 
fields have been cut and shocked, and in Har- 
rison and Daviess Counties corn is being 
fed to stock. Corn is generally in good condi- 
tion in the southwest counties, butin no county in 
that section does it promise a fall yield. In those 
counties where good rains have falien grasses 
are much improved, but in most sections pastures 
are dry and short and reports of farmers being 
obliged to feed their stock become more numer- 
ous each week, 


BIG RISE IN GRAIN FELT 4T OMAHA. 


Country Dealers Win Bick All That Was 
Lost to Chicago. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 7.—[Special.|—The 
Omaha Buoard of Trade renorts today the 
most sensational market in the history of its 
grain business. It is asserted that every dol- 
lar that Chicago has made off country deal- 
ers for the last two years has been won back 
in the last three days. The net advarce on 
corn today was 6% cents, wheat 3 cents, and 
oats better thau 2 cents. Omaha men and 
dealers generally over the West were well 
fixed for this advance. Farmers who 
have lost their corn crops in the 
Western part of the State have to a large ex- 
tent left their farms and are emigrating over- 
iand for Eastern points. Several passed 
througirOmaha today. ‘Several of Omaha’s 
poor have applied for transportathon to points 
where they will be kept vover winter by rela- 
tives. Transportation is provided in such 
cases. 

The weekly weather crop bulletin says: 

There has been an almost entire absence of hot 
winds and the condition of crops has not materi- 
ally changed. Hay is everywhere a light crop. 
On the uplands generaily it is a complete fail- 
ure; on bottom iands from one-quarter to one- 
half crop. There is «a large acreage of millet but 
it is generally in a very poor condition. Alfalfa, 
Kaffir corn, and sorghum are reported as doing 
well, Farmers are almost everywhere cutting up 
corn for foader and generally there will be an 
abundance of this kind of feed for stock. Corn 
has in some localities been greatly helped by the 
showers of the lagt week, but over the greater 
part of the State the corn that was.not already 
ruined by the drought has lost stili further in con- 


dition during the week. 


| LIVELY DAY ON NEW YORK EXCHANGES, 


Corn Jumps Up and Down and Touches 
634 as the High Point. 

New York; Aug. 7.—|Special.]—Bulls got 
into the corn today with a rush that created 
wild excitement on the New York exchanges. 
Brokers and dealers had all they could do to 
follow the rapid jumps of the market. _Frac- 
tional points were passed over unnoticed, 
and for a time the changes were by ful 
points. The leading feature was September 
corn, but its advance carried all other 
grades along with it, and wheat and oats felt 
the effects. This morning the rush began. 
On the Produce Exchange there was a lively 
rush during the morning, ana the amount of 
noise wus deafening.

The Chairman read a tele- 
gram from Senator Cullom saying he couid 
not get away from Washington at this time 
and that he was advised to stay ana kill the 
bill if he could, meaning the Wilson bill. He 
then introduced the Hon. Isaa: Clements of 
Carbondale, who spoke in part as follows: 

Two years ago the United States was in a con- 
dition of prosperity, but suddenly a political 
revolution took place. This was the result of 
what Mr. Cleveland termed a campaign of edu- 
cation, which for thirty years had been going on. 
The misleading course caused many workingmen 
and farmers to be fooled, and the result is _be- 
ing reaped today.

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TRY TO ROBA TRAIN. 


ATTEMPT MADE ON A LAKE SHORE 
EXPRESS AT KESSLER, IND, 


Stones Piled on the Track and the Train 
Side-Tracked, but the Obstruction Is 
Seen by the Engineer, Who Pushes His 
Charge Throuch at Fall Speed—Same 
Train Held Up at the Same Place a 
Year AcomLively Hunt for the Wreck- 
ers=Northwest News. 


Excxkuart, Ind., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—Lake 
Shore, New York and Boston express No. 12 
was held up at Kessler last year and the ex- 
press car looted to the amount of many thou- 
sand dollars without the perpetrators being 
discovered. A number of the best men con- 
nected with the detective agencies have been 
in almost ceaseless operation to locate the 
men, but without sugcess, The same train 
was attacked again last night, although the 
result was materially different. 

The express train left Elkhart at 12:20 a. 
m. with Engineer Charles A. Buntin of this 
city and Conductor Dwight McKey of Toledo 
with a train of eleven cars. The trip was un- 
eventful until the memorable west switch at 
Kessler was reached, where Engineer Kline 
of Toledo was shot by the desperadoes and 
narrowly escaped with his life at the hold-up 
last year. At this point Engineer Buntin 
observed that the switch-light was turned 
against him, allowing his train to go into 
the siding. A speed of about forty miles an 
hour was being made, and when about half 
way through the switch a large pile of. bridge 
stone was noticed piled up in the middle of 
the track. Some of these stones were two feet 
long and one foot thick, weighing probably 
from 100 to 200 pounds. They formed an 
almost compiete obstruction, and the idea 
soon flashed through the engineer’s bran 
that robbery of the express car was the object 
and that he was then in the midst of a 
gang of desperadoes, perhaps the same men 
who perpetrated the former robbery. He

NIAL OF HIS BIRTH AUG. 16. 


Party of Near Relatives Pass Through

The reunion and centennial celebration will 
be the largest of the kind ever held in this 
country, It will be similar to that held in 
commemoration of Washington Irving some 
years ago.

The lilinois delegation is probably 
the most imnportant, as it is made up of those 
who were nearest and dearest to the poet in 
life. Those comprising the party are John 
Howard Bryant, Princeton, Ili.; Mr. and Mrs.

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KEEPING OUT ANARCHISTS. 

The House of Representatives passed a bill 
last month providing that no alien immigrant 
should be allowed to enter the country unless 
he orshe had a certificate signed by. the 
United States Consul or other authorized 
representative of the United States at the 
place near where the immigrant last resided, 
to the effect that an investigation had been 
made which satisfied the signer of the certifi- 
cate that the immigrant did not belong to 
any of the classes excluded from admission 
to the country under the law of 1891, being 
contract laborers, criminals, paupers, in- 
sane, etc, While there is no mention of An- 
archists in the present iaw, one of the objects 
the House has in view in making provision . 
for a more rigid inspection of immigrants is 
to keep out members of that most objection- 
able class. 

The Senate has passed as a substitute for 
the House bill one dealing specifically with 
Anarchists and also rejecting the system of 
inspection contemplated by the House. The 
substitute provides that ‘ no alien Anarchist 
shall hereafter be admitted into the United 
States, but this shall not be construed as to 
political refugees or political offenders.”’ If 
an alien charged with being an Anarchist does 
make his way into the country thé Secrefary 
of the Treasury is authorized, if satisfied that 
the law has been broken, to issue his warrant 
and cause the alien in question to be drrested 
and sent back whence he came. The orders, 
judgmentyof foreign courts, police notifica- 
tions, and common reputation of being an 
Anarchist may be taken as evidence against 
the accused. 

It is provided also that where any foreign- 
born and unnaturalized person is convicted 
of crime in any court of record, and the Judge 
certifies that ftom the evidence produced at 
the trial: he is satisfied that such alien is an 
Anarchist, or that ** he is not attached to the 
** principles of the Constitution of the United 
** States, and well disposed to the peace and 
** good order of the same,”’ and that his ‘* re- 
‘** naining in the country will be a menace to 
** the government,”’ then the convict in addi- 
tion to other punishments adjudged shall be 
deported to the country whence he came. If 
he returns he must be arrested, givena pen- 
itentiary term, and then be deported again. 

The Senate substitute rejects the House 
plan of consular: inspection and proposes in- 
stead that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall appoint immigraat inspectors to be 
stationed abroad whose duty it shall be to in- 
spect passengers em barking for this country ; 
to erase from the passenger list the names of 
any persons they think should nut be allowed 
to land in this: country, and to forbid their 
transportation in any part of the vessel, The 
inspectors are requested to investigate the 
records of all intended immigrants. The 
Secretaries of State and of the Treasury are 
opposed to the House plan. The former 
thinks it would be unwise for many 
reasons to put on the Consuls duties so differ. 
ent from those they are now performing. The 
friends of the House plan say Consuls are 
best qualified for the work and that the Treas- 
ury Department could not appoint inspectors 
to serve abroad without the consent of for. 
eigas governments, which would not be given 
unless they were made a part of the consular 
system. ’ 

Apart from the method of inspection the 
substitute is unquestionably better than the 
originai bill. It is clear and to the point. 
The measure has gone to conference and it: is 
to be hoped that an agreement will be ar. 
rived at before Congress adjourns. The 


House ought to be willing to accept the An- . 


archist sections, and if so the Senate may ac- 
cept the consular inspection. The’ right of 
this country to refuse to receive objectionable 
foreigners is unduestioned. Equally so is it 
right to send back whence he came any alien 
who, though he may have succeeded in mak- 
ing his way into the country, has shown by 
his criminal conduct that he is not fit to stay 
here. The rigid measures of foreign govern- 
ments are driving the Anarchists to the 
United States. Prompt action should be 
taken to keep them out, or to send them back 
if they become active criminals after they get 
here. The bill has,gone to a conference 
committee to agree on the tinal form in 
which it shall become a law of the United 
States. The quicker it goes into effect the 
better. 


CORN UP TO SIXTY CENTS. 

Corn is booming in the markets, In Chi- 
cago the price of the bushel of 56 pounds of 
No, 2 corn for September delivery rose yes- 
tesday to 60 cents in gold, while at the same 
time the GO pounds in the bushel of No. 2 
wheat sold on the under side of 57 cents for 
the same delivery. .At these prices nine 


pounds of wheat ure selling at the same price | 


as eight pounds of corn, And this in the ab- 
sence of a ‘‘corner,” which sometimes has 
caused a named product to sell far above its 
commercial value for a few days on account 
of speculative scarcity alone. The present 
boom in corn is due to a speculative rush to 
buy on orders sent in by parties in the coun- 
try, who seem to fear that the corn crop of 
this year-in the States west of Illinois will be 
a terribly short one, but it yet is too early for 
a corner in corn for September. 

The situation is all the more remarkable, as 
up to about three weeks ago there was a gen- 
eral expectation of a bumper crop. Some 
folks estimated the aggregate might be as 
much as 3,500 million bushels, and those 
who talked of two billions were regarded as 
conservative, True, it was het and dry 
weather, but everybody said that was good for 
corn, Then news came in that the corn- 
stalks were wilting under the intense heat, 
and soon this was followed by reports that 
over immense areas the tassels were blown 
off so that fructification was impossible, the 
result to be expected being small ears or none 
at all, however well thestalks might look. The 
local trade here shook their heads at this and 
sold freely to fill the buying orders that came 
in from the country. Then the latter increased 
so inuch in volume that those who had sold 
took the alarm and began to cover in 
competition with still more numerous pur- 
chasing orders from the farming scctions. 
Evidently a large number of farmers believe 
the crop is going to be a very short one, in 
spite of the recent magnificent promise, and 
itis they who are responsible for the ad- 
vance, which has netted to some of them a 
great deal of money. The scarcity in pros- 
a ood the next crop is emphasized by the 
un Willingness of parties in the interior who 
have corn to seil. They do not want to part 
with it at the adyance. Someis wanted for 
feeding to live stock and the rest is being held 
for the still higher prices which may not 
come, The average farmer is notorious for 
keepinga strong grip on his grain right 
through the top of the market, and getting 
ready to sell it after the excitement is past. ' 

The corn crop is a fair one in this State. 
Indiana, and Ohio. In Iowa the outlook is a 
poor one, and in States beyond the Missouri 
it is expected to be little better than a failure, 
except perbaps ina belt of some fifty miles 
west of the river. There was a promise yes. 
terday of showers for Nebraska and Iowa. but 


| it is not impossible that rain now would come 
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seldom is followed by much rain till the close 
of August. Certainly it would come too late 
then to save the corn crop. A poor yield this 
year would tell with double force on account 
of the facts that the surplus from the crop of 
last year seems to be not more than enough 
to tide over till the new is uvailable and that 
the grass crop also is a miserably small one 
because of the persistent dry, hot weather. 

In all this there may bea ray of hope for 
the holders of low-priced wheat. The prin- 
cipal bread-making cereal is a splendid feed 
for animals, except that it. tends to cause con- 
stipation in hogs, and the lower grades ought 
to be in good demand for feed at relatively 
much cheaper prices than corn or dats. Some 
of this substitution was made last year. It 
should be far more extensively resorted to 
now, with the result of materially decreasing 
the total supply of wheat on the market and 
helping the price for the better grades which 
may be exclusively used for breadmaking. 
Wheat already has advanced a few cents in 
sympathy with corn, but it ought to sell upa 
great deal more if corn is held up, For fully 
twenty years corn in this market averaged 
but 40 or 45 per cent of the price of wheat 
per bushel, and the present relation of price 
cannot be permanent. 
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THE REMARKABLE ADDRESS OF TH 
AMERICAN RAILWAY UNION. 

It is stated that the lengthy documen 
which Debs and his associates have sent out 
for the edification of American voters is the 
work of one *“‘ Miles M. Dawson, an ambi- 
tious labor politician.”’ If this beso the vqters 
will agree that they nave heard quite enough 
from Mr. Dawson, and that he will avoid 
much future disappointment by putting am- 
bition from him. _ 

The address begins thus: 

The crisis and the hard times of the previous 
year, which were themselves occasioned, we are 
convinced, by the criminal conspiracy of capital- 
ists, formed also the occasion for a pretended 
necessity of reducing the wages of workingmen 
everywhere throughout the Nation. 

Davson has a very poor opinion of the in- 
telligence of the ‘‘ capitalists” of this coun- 
try. For fifteen or twenty years they had 
been domg very well and making money. 
Suddenly, according to Dawson, they formed 


a criminal conspiracy for the purpose of 


putting an end to their prosperity. They set 
to work deliberately to ruin themselves in 
order that they might pretend it was “ nec- 
essary to cut down wages!’ They burst the 
banks in which their money was deposited. 
They threw into the hands of receivers the rail- 
roads whose stocks they owned and bonds 
they held, and they put an end to the sale of 
they manufactured and 
forced their plants to be idle, so they might 
have a pretext for ‘ cutting wages.’" They 
impoverished themselves to strike at .the 
workingmen. Does any man believe that the 
‘‘ grasping.” ‘** avaricious,” ‘* cunning,”’ 
‘**money-grabbing”’ capitalists conspired to 
cut their own throats? But thus declareth 
the draftsman of the A. R. U. manifesto. 
Dawson sets out with this palpable absurd- 
ity, wanders through numerous columns 
about the crinies of Pullman and the rail- 
roads, and the virtues of the *‘ American Rail- 
way Union,” and argues the necessity of the 
A. R. U. going into politics in order to obtain 
a relief of their grievances. The end to be 
accomplished by political’ action is thus 
stated by Dawson on behalf of Debs & Co.: 
Wo, therefore. citizens 6f the republic, appeal 
to you, fellow-voters of our common country, to 
support the party which bears the name of the 
sovereign people, which stands ready to pledge 
itself that when into its hands is given the gov- 


ernment, disputes between employer and em- 
ployé will be no longer the only exceptions-in the 


various States and the Nation from the jurisdic- 


tion of the established courts, Let no man sit as 
your representative in State or national Legis- 
lature who is not pledged to the adoption ofa 
law which will cause all such differences to be 
submitted to the unprejudiced decision ofa prop- 
erly constituted court and jury. to the end that 
public peace may be permanently preserved 
and tremendous losses be no longer inflicted 
upon all the citizens of the republic. And since 
the American Railway Union has at no stage of 
this pursuit asked more than this of its antag- 
onists, itis forthis and nothing more that we 
come before you with this appeal. 

The thirteen million voters are asked to 
turn the National and the State Governménts 
over to the Populists because that party 
‘* stands ready to pledge itself’’ to pass laws 
requiring all disputes about *‘ wages, hours, 
etc., to. be settled by a court and a jury.” 

But no pledge of this kind jis to be found 
in the Omaha platform of the Populists, nor 
have any of the leaders of that party said 
publicly that they are wiiling to pass ‘ com- 
pulsory arbitration’’ laws. So it may be 
that Debs’ ta‘lroad strikers are cherishing 
false hopes. 

But supposing the Populists are pledged 
and were to carry Illinois and have the Leg- 
isiature and Governor under their control 
and that they would pass a law providing that 
if the men workingina mill or factory or 
mine thought they were éntitled to higher 
wages or shorter hours or the same wages in 
hard timesas in good they inight go into court, 
compel the employer toappear there, and then 
have the questions in dispute settled by 
a Judge and a jury. But supposing 
the verdict should be for the plaintiffs and 
the deeree of the Court was that the defend- 
ant-employer should pay higher wages or 
good-times wages in bad times. What would 
the law provide.in a case where the defend- 
ant-employer said to the court that in spite of 
the verdict of an “‘ intelligent jury ” he could 
not afford to pay higher wages than the men 
earned, and would shut down sooner than do 
80? Would the court look on this as con- 
tempt, and send the employer to jail until he 
promised to reopen his establishment and 
run it ata loss? Or would the State govert- 
ment seize the establishment and run it for 
the benefit of the men? Or would the court 
then say that since the defendant would not 
pay his men what he was ordered to each of 
them had a right to recover damages from 
him, and had a lien on the factory or mune 
for the amount, and sell it out for the dam- 
ages? Something of this sort would have to 
be done or the verdict would be a nullity, and 
the Dawson-Debs compulsory arbitration 
would be good for nothing. 

Dawson and Debs know that were the law 
such as their manifesto demands no man 
would ever put his head into the lion’s mouth 
of the manufacturing business. _ But suppos- 
ing, on the other hand, the manufacturer was 
the plaintiff. Assume that the times were 
hard, as they are now; that to induce con- 
sumers to buy his goods he had to lower prices 
toa point which would be ruinous without 
wage and raw material reductions. Assume 
that he brought suit before Judge and jury, 
claiming that his men should take less wages. 
If the verdict was against him would he sub- 
mit? Certainly not. He would simply close 
up his works. But supposing he won his case, 
and the jury ordered the men to work for 50 
or 60 cents a day less wages and they refused 
to submit, what would happen then? Would 
the court Commit them to jail for contempt 
till they agreed to go back to labor at the re- 
duced wages? Or would Deputy Sheriffs be 
directed to take them by force to the factory, 
stand over them, and see that they did their 
stints without ‘‘sogering ”’? 

Dawson does ‘not want such laws enacted, 
nor does any workingman. What legislation 
is it then which * the ambitious. labor politi- 
cian ’’ does want? Does he want laws which 
shall forbid an employer to hire a man ‘who 
does not belong toa “union,” in order that 


the union, controlling: absolutely the labor | 
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market, may be ina position where it can 
dictate wages, hours, and rules of employ- 
ment? If there were such laws Dawson per- 
haps thinks strikes would be successful on a 


the employer would be unable to hire outside 
labor. But to make it work another law 
would have to be enacted to go with it com- 
pelling the consumer to pay what the pro- 
ducer demanded for his gooda and wares; at 
least pay what the court and jury ordered him 
to pay whether he wanted the articles at that 
price or not. But if the laws were thus 
changed to suit Dawson and Debs there would 
be no manufacturing after present methods. 
Capital would withdraw from the business. 
No man would hire another on such terms. 
Enterprise would abandon it, and manufact- 
uring would be carried on as it is in India or 
China, or rather all manufactured goods would 
come from abroad, and then what would be 
the status of the American workingman? 

It will take seven million voters to give the 
Pops and Debs control of the National Gov- 
ernment. That number of American citizens 
never will agree to put that orany other party 
in power to carry out Dawson’s and Debs’ de- 
structive lunatic prajects. 


SIZING UP THE EX-DICTATOR. 

The main points of a speech made at a 
meeting of striking switchmen by one of their 
number, J. A. Musterd, who used to work on 
the Fort Wayne road, is inserted elsewhere. 
He was opposed to the strike when it was pro- 
posed by Debs and Howard in June last, and 
did what he could to Beep the switchmen out 
of it. He saw that it was not justified, as the 
switchmen had no grievance with the roads to 
have redressed, and felt sure thiat it would not 
win; but he was in the minority; madness 
ruled the hour, and Debs’ orders were obeyed, 
and they all went, and he “ went with his or- 
ganization”? as Southern Union men “ went 
with their State”’ in 1861. 

The walkout and boycott being a disastrous 
failure, the switchmen are more inclined to 
listen to Mr. Musterd than they were six 
weeks ago, and they took no exception to 
his sharp criticism of Debs’ hotheaded, brain- 
less folly at Sunday’s meeting. He gave 
the strike leader credit for ‘*a retentive 
memory, supreme assurance, and some 
oratorical ability,"’ but claimed that he 
had never evolved a single new or useful idea, 
and—few of the strikers will deny it now— 
that asa leader he was a hopeless failure, 
For it is true that while Debs has been the 
tongue of the strike, Howard supplied what 
brains it had, which was about a spoonful. 

The sketches of the careers of Debs and his 
colleagues are interesting reading. It is to be 
regretted that the railroad switchmen knew 
so little of the past history of their leaders. 
If they had known that Debs and the others 
were “ professional sympathizers”’’ with 
labor, who had made their living for years by 
exploiting it, they might not have been so 
ready tojumpinto the bramble bush of a 
strike and scratch out their eyes. But they 
know him better now and will size him up 


The Alabama election returns indicate that 
the Populists have been badly beaten, 
and that the De:mocrats have elected their 
Governor by a large majority and secured the 
Legislature. If so, the least bad party has 
won. A majority of the Democrats who voted 
for Oates are in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. It would help then to settle their ac- 
counts with the city and country merchants 
to whom they are generally heavily indebted 
to pay but 50 cents on the doliar. But, on 
the other hand, the men who voted for the 
Populist candidate are in favor first of a drép 
to the 50-cent silver standard, and then 
of a farther, greater drop into the bottomless 
depths of fiat shinplasters. The Alabama 
Democrats want a currency which is worth 
fifty cents on the dollar and the Populists a 
currency which is wortha nickel or nothing 
on the dollar. It is better, therefore, that 
the half-way honest party should win than the 
hopelessly dishonest one. That seems to have 
been one reasoa why so many colored Repub- 
licans voted for Oates. They preferred to get 
their wages in cheap silver dollars which 
would be worth at the worst fifty cents apiece 
rather than in fiat dollars which at the best 
mnight be worth a nickel or a cent on the dol- 
lar. This shows that the colored man has too 
much sense to swallow the delusive follies of 
Populists on the currency.

WALEED OUT OF THEIR JOBS. 

According to the figures of the officers of 
the railroads having terminals in this city. 
7,000-of their employés struck and have lost 
the places they abandoned, because new men 
have been hired to dotheir work. It is more 
than likely that myny of these new men will 
not give satisfaction. In that case they will 
be dropped from time to time and ex-strikers 
will be reémployed. But at this time there 
‘are about 7,000 men who walked out of their 
‘comfortable situations on the order of Debs 
who were employed up to the end of June, 
*and who would have been receiving good 
wages now if they had not listened to 
the voice of that charlatan rather than 
to that of sense and _ self-interest 
and gone off on a ‘sympathetic ” 
wild-goose strike because Pullman was not 
paying his men high protection wages during 
Democratic anti-protection times, and would 
not submit the question to arbitration. The 
roads and their employés had no unsettled 
disputes and the employés had nothing what- 
ever to do with the controversy between Pull- 
man and his men who had walked out of his 
shops. Looking back ward, these 7,000 foolish 
men who threw up their joos must see now 
what silly conduct they were guilty of. They 
meddled in other people’s quarrels and got 
the worst of it, as is generally the case. They 
must be convinced now that “ sympathetic” 
strikes do not pay.

TEA CULTURE IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The Journal of the Society of Arts quotes 
from a report .by the British Consul at 
Charleston some notes in regard to work on 
an, experimental tea farm near thatcity. The 
cliinate of that part of South Carolina is re- 
garded asso favorable that great hopes are 
entertained for success in the industry which 
practically has lain nearly dormant for the 
last ninety years, since the Freach botanist, 
Michaux, essayed the cultivation of the tea 
plant in that section in 1804, The report 
says the little patches and in some instances 
large gardens which have resulted from re- 
cent attempts have produced tea of fine 
flavor, though generally it was devoid of the 
strength of infusion which appears to consti- 
tute a most desirable quality for many tea 
drinkers. It has been claimed that this fail- 
ure in pungency is iargely due to defective 
curing and especially to inadequate rolling of 
the leaf, in consequence of which the cup 
qualities are not fully developed. 

About ten years ago the National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture made the first serious at- 
tempt to produce American commercial tea 
on a scale sufficiently large to arrive at a de- 
cisive result. Aftera time the effort was 
abandoned, and the present experiment was 
undertaken in the belief that previous trials 
were arrested too goon, more careful cultiva- 
tion and preparation promising to give excel- 
lent results. So far the experimenters are 
encouraged. A firm of tea merchants in Bal- 
timore hus certified that in the opinion of its

breakfast tea and superior te many grades 
that come from India and China. The sam- 
ples submitted were all of one quality and 
character. They were black, crisp, and well 
scented. They made a strong beverage, and 
this fact was stated to be due to the treatment 
employed in the processes of fermentation 
and curing... The firm thinks it highly prob- 
able that perfected methods of curing the 
American product will give tea similar to the 
various kinds that come from China and In- 
dia. A considerable part of the expense of 
procuring tea seed from Asia has been borne 
by the United States Government. 


An expert gives the following estimute of 


production per acre on flat land in good soil 

and climate, such as that of Summerville, 
with hybrid plants and really high cultivation, 
which includes liberal manuring: First and 
second year, nothing; third year, 40 pounds; 
fourth, 160; fifth, 320; sixth, 400; seventh, 
480; eighth, 560; ninth, 600; and tenth year, 
640 pounds. This is an average of 320 
pounds for each of the ten years, which would 
seem to be a paying yield if the product be 
rated as worth selling in competition with the 
teas of India, China, and Japan.

Irrigation at the Far Weat. 

The progress of irrigation in the arid region is 
such that 3,631,381 acres, with 54,137 irrigators, 
are under cultivation, and the approaching irri- 
gation congress to be held at Denver will un- 
doubtedly do much to determine the future de- 
velcpment of this immense region, The first cost 
of the irrigation system . already introduced is 
put at $29,611,000, and its estimated value at 
$94,412,000, and the increase of value of the ir 
rigated area has been from $77,490,000 to $296,-

ernment should engage 1n irrigation enterprises, 
but it is believed that this work can be better 
carried on by the States and Territories, under 
wise restrictions, than by the Generali Govern- 
ment.

Slicht Precautions Against Cholera—Con- 
ditions Favorable to an Epidemic, 


Wasurnetos, D. C., Aug. 7.—(Special.]— 
In a report wade to Surgeon-General Wyman, 
Dr. Fairfax Irwin, who represents the United 
States Marine Hospital Service in Europe, 
says concerning cholera: 

Precautions taken in St. Petersburg to ward off 
the spread of the epidemic are very slight, and 
consist principally in the posting of placards 
warning people not to drink unboiled water, to 
refrain from the ase of liquor, and to call a physi- 
cian as soon as symptoms.of illness are felt. This 
appears to be of little use, inasmuch as the peo- 
ple are not provided with boiled water, nor are 
the addresses of physicians given. Vessels filled 
with boiled water and apparatus for distilling 
water are kept in certain localities, but they are 
few and far between, Even the policemen do not 
seem to know where the city physicians 
are to be found. The ack of wisdom 
of the municipal authorities begins to 
remind one of Hamburg. The sanitary condition 
of the capital; according to all authorities, is 
much worse than it was two years ago. Large 
and small canals within the city limits are stag- 
nant in places and of course infected. Adjoining 
the Kamenoi Prospekt the conditions present an 
astounding aspect. Here the Karpowka Canal 
recoives the waste pipe from the Hospital of 
Peter and Paul, where are the cholera barracks ; 
the water is stagnant and emits the foulest 
odors. Fifteen yards away another waste pipe 
hangs over the canal by the windows of the 
patients. In the principal strects cess- 
pools exist, and are cleaned in the old 
way with buckets, and the excreta carried away 
in open barrels, the contents being frequently 
spilied along the route.

TO CUT ELEVAT VR RATES IN HALF. 


J. J. Hill te Order a Reduction That Will 
Affect the Whole Northwest. 


Duvutn, Minn., Aug. 7. — [Special.]— 
Formal announcement will be made tomor- 
row or Thursday on the part of the Great 
Northern Elavator company, controlled by J. 
J. Hill, of a reduction in elevator storage 
charges that will be a matter of great im- 
portance to-the grain and elevator men of the 
whole Northwest.

New York, Aug. 7.—(Special. ]—President 
Reinhart of the Santa Fé has his resigna- 
tion as President and receiver prepared and, 
it is expected, will offer it to the Reorganiza- 
tion committee tomorrow or Thursday. It is 
said his health is broken by the intense 
strain he has been under and that this 
makes a resignation imperative. At today’s 
meeting of the representatives of foreign 
bondholders and the Reorganization commit- 
tee Expert Accountant Little made his report 
confirming the statement that the Santa Fé 
finances had been juggled on rebates. Mr, 
Reinhart expected to answer these charges to- 
morrow, but at 9 o’clock tonight he was noti- 
fied he could not be given a copy of the report 
before 10 a. m. tomorrow. He cannot pre. 
pare an answer before Thursday on that ac- 
count, so the meeting scheduled for tomorrow 
will be postponed one day. 

Mr. Reinhart did not care tonight to an- 
swer the charges of Mr. Little until he had 
read the report himself. As regarded his 
resignation that was a matter he deciined to 
discuss. 

Little Makes His Report. 

At the committee meeting today all the 
members were present with the 
exception of Adrian Iselin Jr., Frederick P. 
Olcott, and Gen. James Fitzgerald. R. Som- 
ers Hayes, the Chairman, presided. Mr. 
Robert Fleming of the London committee of 
bondholders was also present. The meeting 
was called to receive the report of Stephen 
Little, who was selected some time ago to 
examine the accounts of the company. Va- 
rious meetings of the committee have been 
held heretofore to receive Mr. Little’s report, 
but the latter was never in shape to be pre- 
sented. At 2 o'clock the committee met be- 
hind closed doors to hear the finding, which 
was said to be complete. Upon this report, 
which charges that the income account of the 
Santa Fé railroad has been overstated by 
$7,250,000, the reorganization committee 
propose to forin some plan of action. The 
committee was in session until 3:30 o’clogk. 
After the adjournment the following state- 
ment was given out by Secretary Kobbe: 


Mr. Little presented his defailed report, with 
reference to the overstatement of the income ac- 


count of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 rail- | 


way during the four years ending June 380, 1894, 
which report confirmed the statements he has 
heretofore made to the committee. 

After hearing the report the committee de- 
cided to send a copy to President. Reinhart, 
and that he be informed that at a meeting to 
be held tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. he 
or any of the officers of the company may 
present to the committee any written or 
verbal statement he or they may make with 
reference to the report of the expert ac- 
countant. 

Confirms the Juggling Statement. 

The official statement that Mr. Little’s re. 
port confirmed the previous statements that 
the accounts of the road had been juggied 
with was the sensational feature of the meet- 
ing. When the report dealing with the 
overstatement of the income account was 
first given out it met with a prompt 
denial. It was claimed that the expert 
must have made some grave mistake. Mr. 
Little, however, adheres to his original dec- 
laration. It was not expected that President 
Reinhart or any other officer of the road 
would be present at this meeting, the pro- 
ceedings being in the nature of a criticism of 
the management. 

Thomas Baring of Baring Brothers, the 
London bankers, came to New York express. 
ly to investigate into Atchison affairs, as a di- 
rector of the company.: Robert Fleming rep- 
resents the London Bondholders’ committee. 
Mr. Fleming and Mr. Baring hold the entire 
control of the foreign securities, and it is un- 
derstood they will demand a complete ac- 
count of the condition of the Atchison to ena- 
ble them to state specifically their position re- 
garding reorga nization. 

Mr. Baring said today he did not know 
what stand foreign holders of Atchison secu- 
rities would take. All he had heard of the 
examination of the accounts of the Atchison 
system was through hearsay, and until he 
knew something of the charges 
made that Atchison had not earned 
what was claimed when it paid divi- 
dends, he could not express any opinion. 
It is understood Mr. Baring is somewhat 
skeptical regarding the report of Expert 
Little and that he believes the _ ac.

KILLED BY AN ANGRY HUSBAND. 


George Wechselberger Shot by 
FelsacheTalk of a Lynching. 

Oscar Felsch yesterday shot and killed 
George Wechselberger of No. 2 Connor street 
at Clybourn and Cieveland avenues. Threats 
of lynching followed the shooting and there

‘was every prospect that Felsch would be 


handled roughly, but the police protected the 
murderer and took him to the East Chicago 
Avenue Police Station.

He 
met Wechselberger on his way to work yester- 
day morning and the shooting took place 
after afew words had passed between the 
men. QOnae shot wastired and its effect was 
instantly fatal: Felsth calmly watched a 
crowd collect around his victim’s body and 
made no further demonstration until several 
witnesses ran towards him. He _ turned 
threateningly on the crowd with his 
revoiver, but before he could use the 
weapon he was pinioned and disarmed, 
Felsch and his wife parted at their home, 
No. 639 Diversey street, some time ago and 
the-woman has since been living at No, 9 
Goethe street. She was alarmed at her hus- 
band’s threats and July 12 complained to 
Lieut. Fyfe at the Chicago Avenue Stution 
that Felsch was insane. She took outa peace 
warrant against the man, but the police were 
unable to locate him. He had been employed 
as driver fora laundry wagon at No. 219 
North Clark. street, but was discharged on 
account of his erratic conduct. He was com- 


mitted last spring to the Detention Hospital, 


but was discharged as sane, In his cell he 
talked freely of the shooting. ‘‘ lam giad,”’ 
said he, **that I killed Wechselberger. I feel 
relieved at his death, and if I have to die for 
itl am reudy. Any one with a spark of 
spirit or manhood in him would have done 
the saine thing. He broke up my home and 
dishonored my wife and my six little chil- 
dren. How could I help killing him? 
A few months ago I was sick and my wife ad- 
vised me to go to Alexian Brotners’ Hospital, 
and when I consented hud me sent to the De- 
tention Hospital. Wechselberger had threat- 
ened me in a saloon the other day and when I 
met him this morning he acted as though he 
— going to use a weapon. Then | shot 
im.

‘DISCORD IN BANDS. 


ANNUAL ROW BETWEEN MUSICIANS 
OVER LABOR DAY PARADE 


Dangerous Colorado Criminal 
Here and Will Be Taken Back to Serve 
His Sentence—Arsenic Said to Be Found 
in the Stomach of W. C. Minard—Man 
Located as a Burglar Through a Letter 
~Charges Againstan Employment Agen- 
cy Manager. 


Discord has ulready sounded in the bands 
which will furnish the music’ for the Labor 
day parade, Sept. 3. Yesterday afternoon 200 
members of the Chicago Musical Society, No. 
5454, the local branch of the Natoral 
League of Musicians, met at No. 83 Madison 
street and passed resolutions Ceclaring that 
no member of the society would participate 
in the parade if bands composed en- 
tirely or in part of muscians not members 
of their Order are permitted to take part. 
They further resolved that the clause in the 
price list of the Chicago Musical Society re- 
lating to Labor day calling for $l extra a 
man for that day be suspended. The cause 
of the contention is the ill-feeling existing be- 
tween the Chicago Musical Society and the 
organization known as the American Musical 
Union of North America, which is 
recognized by the Knights of Labor. 
A year ago this last named organization 
split uff from the Chicago Musical Society 
and took into its ranks musicians. who had 
been suspended and disqualified by the so- 
ciety. Itis claimed that the younger organ- 
ization has been cutting prices and interfering 
with the best interests of thé society, and 
hence the action taken yesterday. The Chi- 
cago Musical Society’ consists principally 
of members of local theater orchestras and 
prominent bands. 


ARSENIC FOUND IN THE STQMACH, 


Sensational Feature of the Trial of Mrs, 
Hayes, Charged with Poisoning. 

Testimony was heard yesterday by Justice 
Gibbons in the examination of Mrs. Melinda 
Hayes, charged with the murder of her son- 
in-law, W. C. Minard. During the hearing a 
letter was presented from a medical expert 
saying traces of arsenic had been found in 
the lawyer’s stomach, and asking further 
time for examination. The case went over 
until next Tuesday. 

Miss Jessie Minard, a sister of the deceased, 
testified that she reached Chicago the day 
after her brother’s death. She waz shown to 
the basement by Mrs. Hayes, who exhibited 
to. her a barrel containing empty morphine 
bottles, which, she said, had been used by 
Minard. Miss Minard said she was not aware 
her brother had been addicted to the mor- 
phine ha»it. Mrs. Hayes was quoted by the 
witness as saying her son-in-law would allow 
no one to wait upon him, excepting herself. 
Miss Minard said she had expressed surprise 
before this remark at finding Mrs. Hayes in 
the house, as the relations between the latter 
and her son-in-law were known to have been 
unpleasant. 

On cross-examination Miss Minard admit- 
ted she knew her brother had used morphine 
a number of years ago, but she had not the 
siightest idea he had made use of it the latter 
part of his life. The witness said she had re- 
ceived her first intimation of poisoning from 
Dr. Pott of Oswego, after which she consulted 
other physicians and engaged the services of 
her attornevs. Before the cross-examination 
was concluded Miss Minard broke down com- 
pletely and was obliged to leave the stand. 

The hearing was interrupted by the reading 
of the following letter from a_ professor of 
chemistry at the Northweetern University: 

To Justice Gibbons—Dear Sir: I have been en- 
gaged in the examination of the organs of Will- 
iam ©. Minard for poison and have not quite 
completed the examination. In order to com- 
plete the investigation of the question answering 
the case I would like a few days more before giv- 
ing testimony. The presence of arsenic has been 
determined, but there are some other matters in 
relation to quantity, source, etc., that I have not 


quite fully investigated. Yours very truly,

DRUMM IS BEATEN BY A LETTER. 


Burglar Found Out Because He Wrote to 
His Girl from the Jail 

James P. Drumm, Arthur Metzner, and 
Charles Graves are on trial before Judge Dunne 
on acharge of turglary and Bessie Rodgers and 
Lizzie Metzner for receiving stolen property. 
The men are charged with having broken into 
the house of Charles R. Van Osdelil, No. 573 
Fifty-tirst street, July 13, at which 
time $150 worth of goods were stolen, 
among the rest the communion service 
of the Woodlawn Park Baptist Church. 
A surprise was sprung on Drumm by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Dwight, who represents the 
State, curing the afternoon session of court, 
Drumm was in jail on unother charge before 
the police knew who had committed the 
burglary at Van Osdeli’s house. Hehad been 
sentenced to the reform school and wrote a 
letter to Lizzie; Metzner. In this letter he re- 
veaied the fact that he was one of the burg- 
lars who entered Van Osdeli’s house. He 
told the Metzner girl to hide the 
plunder until he got out of the re- 
formatory, and congratulated himself 
upon pulling the wool over the 
eyes of the State’s-Attorney and _ the 
court. This letter was intercepted in Jailer 
Morris’ oftice and handed over to the police 
and wus the clew which led to the arrest of 
Lizzie Metzner, Bessie Rodgers, Arthur Metz- 
ner, and Charles Graves. Drumm knew 
nothing of this and was astonished . beyond 
measure when the letter was read in court 
yesterday afternoon. He acknowledged that 
he wrote it and that it contained the truth. 
The trial will be resumed this morning. 


SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST WALCOTT, 


Manager of an Employment Agency and 
His Queer Buasiness Methods, 

J. H. Waicott, who runs an employment 
agency at No. 295 Wabash avenue, is locked 
up at the Harrison Street Station charged 
with larceny as bailee, and the police say in 
his capacity as employment agent he has been 
swindling people for years. His first scheme, 
it is said, was to advertise to teach pupils to 
color photographs on ylass. He chargéd $15 
for a term of lessons, but when the lessons 
were completed, it is claimed, the pupil knew 
but little more than when he began. 
On this scheme he is alleged to have reaped a 
rich harvest. His latest departure was the 
employment agency, but in this he has not 
fared so well on account of the interferetce 
of the police. He advertised for girls, offer- 
ing to secure them positions at summer re- 
sorts in various capacities at the rate of $25a 
month. When an applicant would go to the 
piace, it 1s claimed, he would charge an ad- 
vance fee of from $1 up and tell the 
girl to return in ten days, when 
the position would be ready for her. 
Upon her return, however, some excuse was 
offered, which generally ended in the desired 
position not being obtained. and the money 
advanced he refused to refund. Annie Lenig, 
one of his victims, demanded the return of 
the money she had advanced, and upon Wol- 
cott’s refusal she procured a ‘warrant for his 
arrest. Walcott’s only explanation of his 
methods was that he was not familiar with 
the business. He will havea hearing at the 
Armory this morning.

CAPTURE OF A DANGEROUS MAN. 
James K. Stratten, Wanted in Colorado, 
Arrested in Chicago. 

A man said to bevone of the most notorious 
crooks and robbers in the country is at the 
Central Station awaiting the arrival of officers 
from Colorado with extradition papers to take 
him back to the Colorado State Penitentiary, 
where he was serving a term before he es- 
caped. The name under which he is held at 
the Centrai Station and under which he was 
serving a twenty-one year sentence in the Col- 
orado prison is James K, Stratton, and it is 
stated by the authorities on criminal matters 
at the Central Station that he is none other 
than the well-known ** Kid MeGunn ”’ of the 
old **Biinky ” Morgan gang, and who was 
handcuffed to Officer Huiligan, a Cleveland 
police officer, when the latter was shot down 
by the gang with which Stratton 
was connected. Stratton escaped from the 
Colorado prison at Cahon City Sept. 17, 
1893, where he was serving a twenty-one- 
year sentence for robbing mail boxes, Secret 
service men and the State detectives have 
hunted the country over for him, but he was 
always successful in eluding them., A reward 
of $500 was offered for his capture by the 
Federai authorities and the warden df the 
penitentiary from which he dosnnadl offered 
an additional $300. Last Friday night Strat- 
ton was recognized on State street near 
Twelfth by Detectives Plunkett and Bock of 
the Central Station. Tney knew his record 
and that he was not only one of the worst 
criminals in the couxtry, but that they had a 
job on their hands to arrest him, as he is 
known to have sworn that he would never be 
taken alive by any detective or police officer. 
They went after him, however, and after a 
struggle succeeded in placing him under ar- 
rest.

a member of the Stratton gang of mail rob-. 


bers arrested recently in Chicago, pleaded 
guilty of robbing the mails in the United 
States District Court this afternoon and was 
sentenced to the penitentiary for two years.

SPEECH OF MUSTERD. 


SWITOHMEN TOLD OF DEBS AND HOW- 
ARD’S RULE OR RUIN PLANS. 


Speaker at a Meeting Last Sunday Was 
One of the. Late \Fort Wayne Switch- 
men Who Vigorously Sought to Prevent 
the StrikePitiable Condition of the 
Men Told by Uim-Plain Truths Boldly 
Outlined @ What Musterd Thinks of 
Debs and His Partuers. 


Last Sunday there was a meeting of the 
** walk-out’? switchmen who have lost their 
jobs by obeying the stupid, hot-headed orders 
of Debs and Howard. The meeting was 
called for the purpose of declaring the strike 
off and of giving the men a chance to go 
back to work, and, if possible, as John Dow- 
ney said, ** to utido the bad work of the South 
Side Turner Hall meeting, when the men 
were urged to declare the strike off, and at 
which time they had a chance to get back to 
work, which chance they have since lost toa 
great extent.”’ 

J. A. Musterd, who was Chairman of the meet- 
ing, and was one of the late Fort Wayne switch- 
men who vigorously sought to prevent the strike 
and who felt ‘that the Chicago switchmen had 
made the mistake of their lives in striking when 
there was no grievance at stake, delivered an ad- 
dress, which is given below. Musterd,with others, 
joined the strike when force of numbers bound 
him to foliow his associates, but, with the con- 
servative members of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Aid Association, did not believe that it was war- 
ranted. In laying before the meeting the pres- 
ent situation he said: 

Now that the late strike is over the deluded 
followers of the worst cabal that ever imposed 
upon the credulitv of honest workingmen may 
be ‘prepared once more to listento reason and 
some siight probing of the real motives and 
actions of these wouid-be leaders may be of in- 
terest. A vast portion of the railroad men have 
little or no knowledge of the records of these 
men. If they had the events of the last few 
weeks never would have occurred. 

Debs was for many goare the Grand Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Firemen’s Brotherhood at 
a salary of $3,000 per year. Ha, has received 
unstinted praise for the manner|in which the 
affairs of his oflice were conducted. As a matter 
of facthe knew absolute nothing of what was 
being done the greater part of the time, the 
actual business be ng attended to by his brother 
Theodore, who was also paid by the brother- 
hood. Eugene was paidi $8,000 4 year for mak- 
ing a fow ornamental speeches, full of bombast 
and glittering generalities, atsuch timesas he 
could be found sober enough to do so. Thig was 
varied by an occasional trip to Dwight. Ih his 
lucid moments he devoted himself tothe’ study 
of the most generallyjread writers on economic 
and socialistic subjects, and, being gifted with a 
retentive memory, supreme assurance, and some 
oratorical ability, he was able to impose himself 
on bis ignorant followers asa veritable prophet. 
For two monthe they have drank in the wondrous 
words of wisdom as they fell from the lips of 
this sage. During that time Debs has not evolved 
one single idea or enunciated one singie fact that 
has not been stated by hundreds of luborspeakers 
and wellknown toall intelligent workingmen 
these twenty years or more. That everything he 
has said has not been equally well known to his 
followers is because their leisure time has been 
spentin “ lookimg upon the wine when it is red” 
instead of looking into newspapers and journals. 
Debs’ speeches consist of a monotonous reitera- 
tion of tautological platitades, with a filling in 
of nauseating sentimentality and a sprinkling of 
crocodile tears. 


Debs a Failure. 


As a leader Debs is a dismal failure. He is in- 
capable of leadi even himsoif. It is a well 
known fact that "Wowast scarcely ever lets him 
out of his signt. His mind is more vacillating 
than a weather vane. He listens to and readily 
accepts the arguments aud suggestions of every- 
one who approaches him. One so easily in- 
fluenced should not be intrusted with the man- 
agement of his own affairs, much less those of 
others. 

itsut itis bis past actions and utterances which 
would most readily condemn him were his fol- 
lowers given to a little reflection. Debs well 
knows that the great majority of the men affected 
by this movement were not members of the 
American Railway Union and were members 
of other railroad organizations. or ut least 
BO per cent of those necessary to the 
success of the boycott were so situated. It 
would thus be purely a sympathetic strike on 
their part. Debs has a very interesting record 
on the question of sympathetic strikes. He has 
repeatedly boasted that he wrote and was instru- 
mental in the passage of every clause in the con- 
stitation of the Firemen's Brotherhood bearing 
on this subject, and that his object was to ren- 
der sympathetic greeny: be their part impossi- 
ble. Afew years ago there existed a federation 
of the organizations of switchmen, brakemen, 
conductors, and firemen. Debs was a member 
of the Supreme Council of the federation. At 
a meeting ,of the council beld in this 
city June 1 and 17, 1890, the question 
of assisting «he engineers, who were not in 
the federation, came up. Debs took the floor 
and oppused most bitter:y the giving of any as- 
sistance to the engineers. He repeatedly said 
that he ‘‘favored drawing a line and hewing to 
that line.” In August of the same year the 
ears of Labor ordered a strike on the New 
York Central, where they were at that time nu- 
mericaily strong. ‘The assistance of the federat- 
éd organizations was asked for by Mr. Powderly, 
and the council met to decide upon a course of 
action. —— mature deliberation a committee 
of three, of which Debs was one, was appointed to 
draft a manifesto on the affair. After reviewing 
the whole ground the committee goes on to say : 

It now becomes necessary for the Supreme Coun- 
cil to say that, owing to the fact that the Order of the 
Knights of Labor is nota member of the Federated 
Orders of Kalttway Umployes, the laws of the sSu- 

reme Council do not permit ite doing more than .it 
oae nune to ald the Knights of Labor, and ite inabil- 
ity to partic.pate otherwise in the strike is now 
known «aa appreciated by Mr. Powderly. ~ 

This was written and signed by Debs. Many 
other instances of a like nature are on record and 
couid be quoted. After the dissolution of .the 
Supreme Council the same course was pursued 
by Debs. 


Atd Refused Switchmen. 


The assistance of the Firemen's Brotherhood 
was through him refused to the switchmen in 
Buffalo, at Springfield, O., and other places, and 
hundreds of instances are on record in which he 
has denounced thé sympathetic strike. In the 
lockout of 400 switchmen by the Chicago and 
Northwestern in this city both Debs and Howard 
voted against any action being taken by the Fed- 
eral Council to assist the switchmen to regain 
their positions. His speeches and writings for 
fifteen years constitute a scathing condemnation 
of his present course, 

The malodorous nature of Howard's record is 
too well knowh to need detailed recital. Ex- 

lied from the Order of Railroad Conductors he 
ormed the Brotherhood of Raiiroad Conductors. 
The latter he sold out to the former in hopes of 
being rewarded with a lucrative position therein. 
Failing in this he organized 4 rauroad insurance 
scheme, which is said to have failed. At least it 
went out of existence. Next he bobs up as one of 
the self-appointed officers of a new organization, 
the American Railway Union. He, too, has a 
record on sympathetic striking in direct contra- 
diction of his present actions. He voted and worked 
against the Northwestern lockout, but now no 
language is strong enough to express his love for 
and admiration of ap be: switchmen. 

Even if Rogers was dead his best friend would 
experience great difficulty in finding anything 
good to say of him. For many years Kogers drew 
a good salary from the Brakemen’s Brotherhood, 
and when his conduct became unbearable and he 
was expelled he must needs joininthe forma- 
tion of a new order which wouid provide a new 
position and lucrative salary for himself. 

Of tue others little need be said. They are al] 
very smail tadpoles in what is rapidly becoming 
a very murky puddle. Every officer and director 
of the American Railway Union has been a mem- 
ber of some one of the older railroad organiza- 
tions. Most of them drew large salaries for years 
and all of them have been aspirants for offices 
which they failed to get. They now 
seek, revenge for fancied wrongs ob 
attempting to disrupt the organizations which 
have paid them good salaries and to which they 
bad sworn alliance. To accompuish this they are 
willi to sacrifice evory railroad man in the 
United States. The little homes may go, the 
wives and families may starve; they care nothing 


-for that; they must rule or ruin. Now, 


the ground is again slipping from beneath their 
feet they turn to politics. Debs has announced 
himself a candidate for Governor of Indiana. 
Borns, as every one in Chicago knows, always 
was and always will be a candidate for anything 
within his reach, and so on with the others. The 
whoie story of the American Railway Union can 
be written in these few words—disappointed am- 
bitions, desire for revenge, thirst for free adver- 
tisiung, political aspirations, and jast, obiivion. 


Strike Came Unexpectedly. 


To a very large proportion of the men engaged 
therein the late strike came unexpectedly. ery 
few of those affected were ajifitiated with the 
American Railway Union, and none of the dis- 
cassions which usualiy precede such movements 
nad taken piace. It was,in fact, the espocial 
design of the leaders to prevent ali open and fair 
discussion by the rank and file. Had the rail. 
road men of Chicago been permitted to say 
whether or not they would remain at work, the 
Debs clique would have been snowed under, and 
they knew it. They were well aware that tne 
heads of alithe old organizations,as weil a« 
every thoughtful and experievced railroad 
manin Chicago, were against them. To per. 
mit discussion was to court defeat. But 
these men, past masters in all ‘“‘the ways that 
are dark and tricks that are vaiz,” nad no such 
intentions.

The board did a lot of work 
September, October, and November by dns 


labor in order to give employment to the idle 


men in Chicago, and the result was anythi 
but encouraging, from an economic point of 
view. In fact, such work as the contractors 


are doing for 23 to 27 cents a cubic yard cost 
on the day labor plan 75 to 85 cents a cubic 


yard. 
Trustee Cooley, who fathers the day labor 


scheme, admitted this yesterday, but said it 


was mainly because the men were employed 
from charitable motives, and were not 


good workmen. But good judges of such 
work, after making all due aliowance for the 
inexperience of these workmen, think the 
experiment demonstrated the day-labor 
plan- was from two to three times 


as expensive as the contract plan. 


Therefore, if the day-labor plan is 
to be inaugurated today and gradually ap- 
plied to the entire work, it will be equivalent 
to trebling the cost of the canal, There are 


those who predict it will cost, if finished at 


all, $50,000,000. That is equivalent, of 
course, to saying it will never be finished, for 
the taxpayers of the district will never stand 


such prodigality. Mr. Cooley ie not affected 


personally, as he lives outside the. district,, 


and will not be called on to contribute to it 
as a taxpayer. 


Cooley Is Undecided. 


Trustee Cooley was asked yesterday whether 
he would urge his scheme for day labor to- 
day and he said he had not decided. He said 
if he did not do so. it would be because he 
was suspected of dong it for political pur- 
poses. He disclaimed any political motive, 
and said it was absurd, as there could be only 
250 men worked ona section, and most of 
these were Democrats already, so their votes 
were not worth thinking about. 

The great bond-fire took place yesterday 
according to appointment. At 10 a. m. 
nearly the entire board met in the district 
offices and made a final count of the 3,000 4 
per cent bounds which were doomed to the 
flames. When they had been countéd they 
were piled on a truck and wheeled to thegreat 
freight elevator of the Rialtu Building, sur- 
rounded and watched on the way by the en- 
tire party. They were then all lowered into 
the basement together, where the boiler-room 
and furnaces are, and where the cremation 
took place; Trustees Wenter and Eckhart 
acted as stokers, and heaved the precious pile, 
$100,000 at a tine, in through two furnace 
doors. They then stirred them up with the 
long iron pokers until the last one of them 
wa ashes. In the meanwhile the furnace 
roared like a tempest and the steam-gauge 
rose tea pounds. The party then returned to 
the fifth floor again, cracking jokes all the 
way about the novelty of getting up steam 
with $3,000,000 worth of bonds. 


MOLONEY WILL NUT BRING SUIT. 


Attorney-General Fails to Find Illinois 
Building and Loan Irregular. 

Attorney-General Moloney yesterday ron- 
dered a decision in the matter of the charges 
brought by State Auditor of Public Accounts 
Gore against the Iilinois Building and Loan 
Association of Bloomingtonand his recom- 
mendation that suit be brought to wind up its 
affairs. The Attorney-General declined tw in- 
stitute the suit at present. Auditor Gore held 
that the collection of $82,000 under a by-law 
as an expense fund in the shape of quarterly 
dues was illegal, because it’ was nota fund 
which could be loaned to its members. 
The Attorney - General after _hear- 
ing the arguments of Judge _ Tipton, 
President; A. J. Barr, Vice-President; and 
ex-Congreseman (wen Scott, Secretary of 
the association, decided the accumulation and 
disbursement of this fund did not constitute 
a liability; that the association was not in- 
solvent, and that suit should not be instituted. 
He stated, however, that he wouid examine 
the accounts, and if he found the expense 
fund extravagant he wouid require the ex- 
cessive funds to be paid buck to the loan 
fund. In the failure to do this he might then 
institute a suit.

He Say? His Men Are Too Well Disciplined 
to Become Di«orderly.

Bowra 
the Serg?ant marched the company under the 
trees, w.jere it waited quietly until the hotel 
compan {hustied out the intruders, cleaned up 
the pla@, and got them theirdinner. There was 
no speer pmaking, no talk of “scabs,"’ or other 
disorde,, The men of my conipany are too well 
drilled nd disciplined to engage in any disorder- 
ly cond@gct, and the allegation that there was a 
small tiny over an alleged halt-dozen work- 


apon them in the Stock- Yards district are out 


of money, out of work, and with no prospect 
of future employment—all of which is an im- 
mediate result of the strike. When the strike 
was declared off thousands of men rushed 
back to their employers to apply for their old 
positions, only to be told that their places had 
been filled or’ that it had been decided to 
employ less men in the future and to keep the 
big establishments going full time with a 
light force of men instead of working a full 
force one or two days each week, It is esti- 
mated by Stock-Yards officials that nearly 
40,000 men find empioyment in the Stock- 
Yards and Packingtown during the season of 
greatest activity. It is not probable that one- 
half the full force is now working. The pack- 
ers will give no figures as to the number of 
men they are working or intend to work, 

It has been the custom in the past, during 
dull seasons, to provide for all the men by 
dividing the work by posting a **cali’’ each 
day for a certain number and ‘changing two 
or three times a week. ‘This resulted in keep. | 
ing on the pay-roll two or three times as many 
men as were actually needed. Thousands of 
men are now applying for work every morn- 
ing. The packers are adhering strictly to their 
intention, expressed early in the strike, andare 
taking back only a small percentage of the 
men formerly employed. The condition was 
bad enough before the strike. Nowitisa 
dozen times worse. This being the dullest 
season of the year in the paeking houses only 
a light force is needed. 

Resulted ina Cut of Forces. 


The big packers have for along time tried 
to solve the problem of disposing of the sur- 
plus labor in dull times. At the beginning 6f 
the strike trouble several of the big packers 
announced that they would take advantage of 
the opportunity tocut down their working 
forces. Only a small number of men van be 
employed until the increase of business. This 
is not expected to occur for several) months. 
The mén now employed will have steady work 
at fair wages right along. 

It is estimated that during the strike twice 
as many men as were- needed came from 
other packing centers. Many of them got 
work and many remained to swell the ranks 
of the unemployed. Hundreds of men are 
now sleeping in vacant lots in the open air 
and living on charity. More men in search 
of work come daily. 

The worst sufferers by the strike will be 
among the laborers, who are least to blame. 
They were forced out of employment through 
the stagnation of business resulting from the 
strike and were unable to obtain work. The 
result of the loss of more than a month's 
work among this class can only be imagined.

States Labor Commissioner Carroll D., 
Wright, John D. Kernan of New York, and N. 
E. Worthington of Peoria, Iil., appointed by 
President Cleveland to investigate Debs’ 
** boycott,” will open its sessions Aug. 15 in 
the court-room in the. Government Building 
formerly occupied by Judge Blodgett, and 
will sit with open doors for an unlimited 
time. It is expected the sessions will be 
largely attended not only by curious idlers 
but by scientific men engaged in the study of 
sociology and political economy. The com- 
mission has. held a preliminary session at 
Washington, and Mr, Worthington, who is 
registered at the Victoria Hotel, has come to 
the city in advance of the other members to 
make the preliminary arrangements. 

**The President’s order calling the commis- 
sion,’’ said Mr. Worthington yesterday, ‘*de- 
fines the scope of our work. The intent of 
the commission is to get at the bottom facts 
out of which grew the recent labor troubles 
and to report on them to the President and 
Congress, with what recommendations we 
may deem advisable. We will hear the state- 
ments of those who come before us, summon 
witnesses, if we think proper, and endeavor 
to find out the causes forthe controversy. 
Should we be able to suggest some means of 
settling the present difficulty.or of preventing 
a recurrence of others in the future we will 


_report them to the President, who will lay 


them before Congress. 
Were Not Mapped Out, 


“The work of the commission, though, 
will have to be very largely found out as we 
go along, as we have no precedents to guide 
us. Under these circumstances we have not 
been sorry to receive a great many letters 
from all sections of the country making re- 
quests and offering counsel. Some of these 
correspondents also ask to be called before 
the commission. There has been among 
them, however, so far as I remember, only 
one employer, and he has been until lately a 
workingman.

Bermuda Asphalt Company to Fight Pine’s 
*Figures for La Salle Avenue. 

The lowest bids ever received for asphalt 
paving’were opened yesterday by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for the pavement of 
La Salle avenue. It is claimed the* extreme- 
ly low bicding 1s the result of a fight that is 
on among the asphalt paving companies. 
Prices recent}y have been cut from $3 to 
$1.05 per square yard, but nothing like the 
prices quoted in the following bids has ever 
been seen before:

The bids were opened by Deputy Commis- 
sioner Moody and taken under advisement. 
The contract probably will be awarded to 
James A. W. Pine, the lowest bidder, al- 
though there is a possibility that he will not 
getitashis plant is in. New York and the 
Commissioner will insist on the work being 
done at ouce, Quite a number of La Salle 
avenue property-owners were present at the 
opening of the bids, as were the representa- 
tives of the asphalt companies. 


The bids as made yesterday call attention 


to the old-time fight between the Barber 
Asphalt company, or ** trust,”’ and the smaller 
paving concerns’that are not affiliated with 
it. One of these, the Bermuda Asphalt cota- 
pany,a bidder yesterday at $1.81.a square 
yard, last evening entered a tormal protest 
before the Commissioner of Public Works, 
through its attorney, against the awarding of 
the contract to James A. W. Pine of New 
York, the lowest bidder, at $1.61 a square 
yard, The company insists Pineis a straw 
bidder for the Barber company, has no plant 
in this city,and Cannot do the work. It further 
declares both the Trinidad Asyhalt company 
and the Western Supply company also repre- 
sent the Barber company or the * trust,”’ and 
that all four bids were made for the purpose 
of heading off any possible award of the con- 
tract to the Bermuda company. Last spring 
Mayor Hopkins vetoed a number of improve- 
ment ordinances that demanded exclusive use 
of Pitch Lake asphait, the output of which is 
controlied by the ** trust,”’ and all subsequent 
ordinances have been made toread, * Pitch 
Lake or equally good asphalt.’’ For this rea- 
son the Bermuda Asphalt company claims it 
can underbid the old prices of paving and 
there promises to be a sharp contest in the 
awarding of the present work. 

Martin De Tamble, Philip Viehmann, and 
Ignatz Novak have asked the Circuit Court 
for an injunction restraining the city and the 
Bermuda Asphalt Pavmg company from 
using or allowing to be used in the paving of 
Trumbuil avenue from Douglas Park boule- 
vard to Twenty-sixth street other asphait than 
that from Pitch Lake on the Isi- 
and of Trinidad.

ing where, when, and how they can get their 
money back. All the business-men in the sec- 
tion look upon the situation with apprehen- 
sion. The streets are filled with unemployed 
men, with starvation threatening them and no 
sign of relief in sight. Where it will all end 
can only be conjectured. 

There are hundreds of skilled workmen who 
never knew what it was to be out of: work 
who are now without the slightest prosrect of 
employment. 

The Stock-Yards company which employs 
1,000 men the year around lost half its oid 
émployés by the strike. Of the 500 who quit 
less than 100 returned until the strike was 
declared off. Nearly all of the remainder ap- 
plied for work yesterday and Monday. Not 
one of them was taken back. Their places 
are filled and ‘they were told the new men 
would not be discharged, even to make places 
for better men. 

In the Stock- Yards district there are many 
ttmes as many men affected by the strike as 
at Puilman or any- other single point. It is 
only a question of time before the suffering, 
hunger, and destitution will be greater there 
than at any other place. 

The majority of the people are Poles, Bo- 
hemians, aud other foreigners who live in one 
of the most lawless portions of the city. 
Back of the Yards in the section known as 
Whisky Point, where the saloons almost out- 
number the dwellings, many people are 
already near the starvation point. Little 
money has come into the section through 
legitimate channels for many weeks. If the 
people are left without employment any great 
length of time suffering will be inevitabie and 
lawlessness may be expected. 


BIG DEMANv FOR A STATION, 


Residents of Forty-third Street Wish to 
Enjoy Benefits of Express Trains. 

Residents of Forty-third street and its vicin- 
ity, who patronize the Illinois Central subur- 
ban express trains, are not allowing the grass 
to grow under their feet in their efforts to se- 
cure a station for those trains at that street. 
Yesterday Dr. C. F. Wright and L. Manasse 
of the committee appointed by-a citizens’ 
meeting Monday night called at the general 
offices of the road to urge the establishment 
vf the station. President Fish, his assistant, 
J. D. Dunn, and Second Vice-President Hara- 
han were all out of town, so the committeemen 
were received by the Vice-President’s assist- 
ant. They were told no action could be taken 
in the matter until Mr. Harahan returned. 
Speaking of the visit the official said: ‘*I do 
not think th road will be willing to 
stop the fast trains at Forty-third street. If 
we do that the express service would soon lose 
its distinctive character, for next the people 
at Thirty-ninth street would. be demanding 
that the trains stop there, too, and so it would 
go clear back into town, and instead of an ex- 
press service it would be simply duplicating 
the present suburban service, and there would 
be no benefit in that. Asitis nowthe regu- 
lar suburban trains are» scheduled to make 
Forty-third street in nineteen minutes from 
Randolph or sixteen minutes from Van Bu. 
ren, and that is certainly excellent time.’’ 

On the other hand, the Forty-third street 
people say their claims are good, inasinuch as 
the station does more business than any othec 
on the line, and are confident of success.

TO ELEVATE THE ELEVATOR MEN. 


New Union Incorporated at Springfield 
with a Unique Object, 

Passenger Elevator Conductors’ Union No. 
1 was incorporated at Springfield yesterday. 
The incorporators are Edward Graham, Will- 
iam McCutcheon, and James King. The 
union is supposed to be intended to elevate 
the condition of the downtrodden elevator 
man. Perhaps it will demand that all con- 
ductors shall be supplied with plush chairs 
and that the wire cables, which have a ten- 
dency to raise blisters in tender palms, shall 
be replaced with velvet cords. So far, how- 
ever. none of the elevator men about town 
seems to have heard of the plan. Theydo not 


seem especially interested. 
Another queer union was also incorporated 


of a court, and one party presented its claim 
for adjustment of differences, and the other 
party came in and made reply, and evidence 
were heard, and a finding made, I think the 
parties would be com'pelied by force of pub- 
lic opinion to abide by the decision.

**In the case of private parties who did not 
wish to submit to arbitration 1t might be diffi- 
cult to enforce the decree of such a Board of 
Arbitration, because, as I have said, you can- 
not make a man continue in business or hire 


‘a certain man if he does not choose to do so. 


But in the case of quasi-public corporations 
that must go to the Legislature for the right to 
live the matter might be less difficult. This 
would apply to railroad companies, gas com- 
panies, telegraph companies, and the like, If 
in their case employés complained of griev- 
ances and filed their petition, and the courts 
appointed a commission of reputable citizens, 
who, after hearing the evidence, reported the 
employés had made out their case and were 
entitled to relief, I think the Legislature 
could pass laws which would come pretty 
near to compelling these corporations to sub- 
mit to arbitration and to obey the orders of 
the commission. 

‘* The Puliman company, however, is not in 
this cateyory, as it does not condemn proper- 
ty, does not ask for franchises, and does not 
derive its powers from the State, It is a pri- 
vate business strictly, and neither the State 
nor Congress can, under existing laws, inter- 
fere with it to the extent of obliging it to sub- 
mit to arbitration the dispute between it and 
its employés.”’ 


ADJT.-GEN. TARSNEY FINED $50. 


Judge Thinks Him Guilty of Contempt=< 
Confession by a Tar-and-Featherer. 

CotoraDo Sprives, Colo., Aug. 7.—Adju- 
tant-General Tarsney was fined $50 and costs 
by Judge Campbell today for contempt of 
court in refusing to appear before the grend 
jury when summoned. He was ordered to go 
before the grand jury at once and testify re- 
garding the outrage of which he was the 
victim. Attorney-General Engley created a 
sensation in court by violently denouncing 
Gov. Waite for sending a military escort to 
the Springs with Gen. Tarsney. This was 
done, Mr. Engley said, in disregard of Gen. 
Tarsney’s wishes. 

A publication here today says that Joe R. 
Wiison, the El Paso County Deputy Sheriff 
who was captured by Adjutant-General Tars- 
ney in Missouri, has madea full confession 
and given to Chief of Police Armstrong the 
names of all the men connected with the out- 
rage committed in Colorado Springs a few 
weeks ago. Wilson was brought back te Den- 
ver at noon yesterday by Officer Cross, and 
he spent last night in the city jail. On the 
train going to the Springs in the morning he 
weakened and told everythi that he knew 
of the affair. He perma bey story that a 
murderer out of the El Paso County jail was 
allowed to put tar and feathers on CGolorado’s 
Adjutant-General. Every detail of the tar 
and feathers affair is now in possession of the 
Denver officers, and, however high a position 
the offenders may hold, they wiil ultimately 
be brought to justice. Wilson’s confession 
clearly illustrates one point: that is that the 
crime was committed by the political ene- 
mies of Gen, Tarsney, and that the criminals 
were not the outcasts of the Bull Hill army, 
but men of high standing in the community. 

According to Wilson’s story the men en- 
gaged in the disgraceful enterprise were 
Sheriff Bowers, his Deputy Sheriff, Bob Mui- 
lins, Capt. Saxton of Troop A, Sergt. William 
Bancroft of Troop A, Deputy Sheriff J. N. 
Wilson, Deputy Quackenboss, Sherman 
Crumiey, Waiter Crumley, “Shorty ”’ Allen, 
Smith Shellenberger, and perhaps one or two 
others, including a woman. The police now 
have three confessions—those of Wilson, 
Parker, and a prisoner in the El Paso County 
Jail, who is being held as a witness toa mur- 
der committed in Cripple Creek. These men 
will all be brought before the grand jury now 
sitting in Colorado Springs. 


Big Policeman Stricken with Paralysis, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 7.—Reserve Officer 
Jobn Rollins, the largest policeman in the coun. 
try, was stricken with paralysis today at the 
Central Station. Roliins, who was at one time a 
member of the Broadway (New York) squad, and 
also a Capitol guard at Wash on from 1882 
until 1886, stands 6 feet 8% inchde in his stock.
